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THE Olympic Games provided 
employment for more than 5,000 
people from Greenwich, according 
to figures released last week. 

Of the six host boroughs, only 
Newham - where the Olympic Park 
was based - secured more jobs for the 
period, the Host Borough Skills and 
Employment stats revealed. 

A total of 5,368 positions were secured 
in Greenwich during the Games, 4,978 
with LOCOG contractors - the highest 
figure of all the host boroughs. 

The majority of the contracts were 
placements through GLLaB, the royal 
borough-backed jobs agency. 

A further 390 residents were employed 
directly by LOCOG. 

The people employed worked in a 
range of roles during the Games, from 
security to hospitality, at the Olympic 
Park and in other venues. 

The council also employed a large 
number of extra staff during the Games, 
working in roles including street 
cleaning and town centre wardens. 

Two hundred volunteers were the face 
of the Olympics in the borough. 

Councillor Chris Roberts, leader of 
the royal borough said: “It’s testament 
to the hard work and dedication of local 
people that we saw so many of them 
working on the Olympics. 

“Right back when we supported the 
bid to bring the Games to London it was 
of prime importance to us that hosting 
the Games brought real opportunity 
for local people, and through GLLaB 
thousands of local residents got work.”

Residents voice concerns at second meeting 


RESIDENTS voiced their concerns 
over the changes planned for the 
NHS in south-east London, at the 
borough’s second consultation 
meeting on November 21. 

Fifty people went along to The Forum 
in East Greenwich last Wednesday to 
quiz the South London Healthcare Trust’s 
special administrator about the proposed 
efficiencies to the trust which overspends 
£lmillion a week. 

The public wanted to know more about 
the impact on maternity services at 
Lewisham hospital, and why Lewisham’s 
A&E department would no longer 
admit emergency patients overnight, 
with patients going instead to Queen ^ 
Elizabeth hospital in Woolwich, a 
Staffing and job losses also brought^ 
questions, as did the cost of running 
the consultation exercises. 

Elizabeth Martin, (right), from 
Tuskar Street, Greenwich, had 
her 10-week old son James at 
Lewisham hospital. She said: “I 
wouldn’t want the maternity 
unit to be overstretched 
because it’s awfully 
busy already, and 
I’m concerned about 
losing the Lewisham 
birth centre - it’s 
popular with mums, 
and it’s very well 
used.” Eamonn 
Murphy, (above 
right), from Abroath 
Road, Eltham, said: 

“I’m not convinced by

the plans, and I want to know more 
about what cuts are being made in the 
numbers of nurses and carers. I know 
we need to have changes, but I think 
it’s being rushed.” 

Tom Stokes, who 
retired as a 
physician at 
the Queen T 
Elizabeth a 
year ago said: 

“Lewisham is a 
strong hospital, 
and there are 
some advantages 
joining it with 
the Queen 
Elizabeth, but 
it’s too fast and 
too soon to make 
these decisions 
about A&E.” 

Roger Allen from Westcombe 
Park said: “Making efficiencies 
means you are asking people 
to do more, and it’s a big 
ask get people to do that 
and work more effectively 
well.” Dr Michael 
Marrinan, the medical 
director of Kings College 
Hospital Trust responded 
that it wasn’t all about 
the money but more 
about the quality of care, 
which could be achieved 
by having bigger hospitals 



and 24-7 full consultancy cover. 
The meeting was told that the 
trust had the same amount, 
quantity and quality of care as 
other hospitals, but still spent 
more than it needed to.

Student 
halls build 
is blocked 


PLANS to build a private 
62 -bedroom accommodation block 
for students near the Blackwell 
Tunnel have been overturned 
because of the poor air quality in 
the area. 

The building site is next to a slip road 
off the A102, which leads to the tunnel 
- an area well-known for traffic fumes 
caused by congestion and heavy lorries. 

The planning inspector decided: 
"Because of the nature and location of 
the site, its environmental constraints 
and the nature of the proposed air 
quality control system, it would not 
provide acceptable living conditions for 
the future occupants of the building" 
He said the students needed to be able 
to open windows to allow fresh air in. 

Cllr Harry Singh, the royal borough's 
cabinet member for Greener Greenwich, 
said: "We have a duty to ensure that 
the proposed use of a development is 
appropriate for its location. Student 
accommodation is not an appropriate 
land use when it is located next to a 
motorway with poor air quality and 
unacceptable noise levels. 

"We encourage new developments and 
regeneration, but this was the wrong 
development for this site." 


Schools investment 
plan gets go-ahead 


A MAJOR investment package has been 
agreed for the royal borough's primary 
schools. It aims to ensure there are 
enough places to meet growing demand 
over the next few years. 

The £13.2million package was given the 
green light by the council's cabinet at a 
meeting last Wednesday (November 21). 

Demand for primary school places has risen 
steeply since 2009. In January there were 
3,320 children in primary school reception 
classes compared with 2,840 three years ago. 
The number of four-year-olds in the borough 
is expected to increase from 3,932 this year to 
4,41 4 by 201 8. 

The total requirement for reception places is 
likely to increase from 3,320 now to 3,500 in 
201 5, and 3,700 by 201 7. 


One scheme is for St Thomas a Becket to 
provide 30 more reception places, new school 
hall and kitchen. 

Also included in the plans is a scheme to bring 
the former Abbey Wood City Learning Centre 
site into the scheme to enlarge St Thomas a 
Becket, and transfer it to the Catholic Diocese. 

Plans to expand James Wolfe Primary School 
would provide another 30. Extra capacity is 
planned with the expansion and rebuilding of 
Wingfield, Our Lady of Grace and Eltham Cof 
E primary schools under the Priority School 
Building Programme (PSBP). 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal borough's cabinet 
member for children and young people, said: 
"It is important that we made these investment 
decisions now so that we can provide the 
right number of school places as our younger 
population fluctuates."

A CHEATING couple 
who defrauded the royal 
borough are being evicted 
from their council home. 

James and Catherine Ayemoba 
were ordered to leave their three- 
bedroom flat on the Connaught 
Estate after making fraudulent 
claims for rehousing. The order 
was made at Woolwich County 
Court on November 16 and Mrs 
Ayemoba who made the false claim 
was ordered to pay costs of £5,500. 

Their eviction follows a case 
at Woolwich Crown Court in 
January where the couple faced 
fraud charges for providing false 
information on their rehousing 
application form. Tenants on the 
Connaught are being rehoused 
so that housing blocks can be 
redeveloped and the pair applied 
for a larger home claiming 
they had nowhere else to live. 

However, investigations by the 
royal borough’s audit investigators 
found Mr Ayemoba owned a 
three bedroom house in Chadwell 
St Mary, Thurrock, which was 
rented out to private tenants. 

Mr Ayemoba, a 56-year-old 
telecom engineer, was fined 
£1,000, while Catherine Ayemoba, 
a 45-year-old support worker, was

fined £500 and both were ordered 
to pay the royal borough’s costs. 

Investigators found Mr Ayemoba 
had owned the three bedroom 
house in Essex when they were 
given a one-bedroom home after 
applying for council housing back 
in 2002, and that over the years they 
had made four false declarations for 
rehousing their growing family. 

Despite being listed by the Land 
Registry as the sole proprietor of 
the Thurrock address and paying 
the mortgage and council tax, 
James Ayemoba stated he was 
not the owner and claimed he 
purchased the property on behalf 
of his brother who lived abroad. 

Their three-bedroom flat 
is one of more than 100 
properties retrieved by the 
royal borough since February. 

Most of the homes have been 
recovered by a newly-formed 


unauthorised occupation housing 
team which is cracking down on 
sub-letting and tenancy fraud. 

Cllr Steve Offord, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for 
housing, said: “Advances in 
technology make it easier for us 
to see who really needs housing 
and this case sends out a strong 
message that you will be prosecuted 
if you lie in order to get housing. 

“There is a shortage of property 
in London and lots of families who 
are waiting for homes. Recovery 
of these properties means we can 
offer them to families who are 
in genuine need of housing.”

A NEW scheme to help people buy their 
own homes is being offered to tenants 
of Meridian Home Start Ltd - the royal 
borough-owned housing delivery company. 
The initiative is inviting people to save 
towards a mortgage deposit. Meridian will 
then match their savings up to a maximum 
of £1 0,000 - making up to £20,000 to put 
down as a deposit.

New housing schemes 
for over 55s launched 


NEW purpose-built homes 
for people over 55 are 
being offered under royal 
borough plans to improve 
housing provision for older 
residents. 

The new energy efficient 
homes could mean lower energy 
bills for occupants while their 
design means they are easily 
accessible and adaptable. 

Details will be outlined at a 
showcase of housing schemes 
for residents over 55 next 
month.

The new 
homes may also be of interest to 
those residents who are being 
rehoused from sheltered schemes 
in Woolwich which do not have 
modern facilities.

And now, after two years away, the 
duo who played the hook on that 
record are back together. 

Chas and Dave play a Christmas 
special at the Indigo2 on December 8, 
following a hiatus imposed by personal 
tragedy. 

Chas told Scene : “Dave’s wife died 
and he felt it was time to retire. But 
time does wonderful things, and now 
he fancies coming back for the odd gig 
or two.” 

Chas Hodges teamed up with Dave 
Peacock in 1972, when the pair were 
session musicians. They played on 
a Labi Siffre album that was later 
sampled by Slim Shady.

“I didn’t even 
know about it at the time - my son told 
me about it. We didn’t get any money 
for it. Labi Siffre did. 

“They [other artists] sampled that 
album rotten after they found out 
where Eminem had got it from - they 
scavenged every nook and cranny!” 

It’s a family affair these days - Chas’s 
36-year-old son Nik plays drums in the 
band. 

“Mickey Burt retired a couple of 
years ago, and my son took over. Nik 
was brought up with Mick’s drumming 
so there was no-one better to take 




over. 

Is Chas a hard task master? “I don’t 
think I am! I give him the advice I 
give to any musician: I don’t like safe 
players. I don’t care if you make a 
balls-up - in fact balls-ups are quite 
appealing - just go for it. He took to it 
straight away.” 

It’s been an 50-year career for the boy 
from Edmonton. Chas is 68 now, but is 
more in love with his trade than ever. 

“I get more out of it as the years go 
on. When I look back on the Eighties, 
I don’t look back and wish I had them 
again.

number is it in the charts?’ A lot of it 
wasn’t to do with music - which is why 
I started. Now it is purely about the 
music.” 

When Chas and Dave became 
successful, the vultures began to circle. 

“It was inevitable that when you get 
records in the charts, other people 
become interested in you because you 
are making money,” the musician said. 
“You attract a lot of people around you, 
who you think are your friends, and 
they turn out not to be. 

“I’m far happier now, just getting out 
there and gigging, and enjoying myself. 
When I was 13 I was in a skiffle group 
and played my first gig. People were 


cheering and it was the best night of my 
life. A bloke came along and plonked a 
pound note in my hand, and I thought: 
this is the life for me. That feeling has 
never changed.” 

Their regional accents meant that 
Chas and Dave were never destined 
for the heights that their songwriting 
ability deserved. 

“I don’t regret not being bigger. The 
reason I started singing in that accent 
was because when I was touring 
America I was singing in an American 
accent, and I felt a fraud. I’m not selling 
tins of beans, I’m doing what I feel is 
honest music.” 

Stints with rock ’n’ roll greats in the 


early Sixties were where Chas learned 
his craft. “I was bass player with Jerry 
Lee Lewis in 1963. 1 loved it. That’s when 
I learned to play piano. He didn’t know 
he was teaching me, I just watched him. 

“Later on the press ruined him. He 
was especially good back then because 
he wasn’t on all the drugs and the booze. 

“I was on the road with Gene Vincent 
for a while. He was brought over to 
England by Don Arden - the A1 Capone 
of Pop’, who was Sharon Osbourne’s 
dad. We were with Gene for a year - he 
was pretty wild.”

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the paper advert.
